Nestled  in  the  northwest  comer  of  Montana,  Lincoln  County  is 
Montana's  1 1  th  most  populous  with  17,481  residents,  according  to  the 
1990  Census. 


Libby,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  29th  largest  city  with  a  population 
of  2,532.  The  city  is  near  the  Libby  Dam  which  created  the  90-mile 
long  Lake  Koocanusa  and  provides  electricity  around  the  Pacific  North- 
west. The  area  is  known  for  lumber  and  wood  products,  mining,  tourism 
and  recreation. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Lincoln  County  households  in  1989  was  $20,898.  The  county  is  3,675.2 
square  miles  in  area;  3,612.8  square  miles  in  land  area  and  62.4  in  inland 
water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  range  from  30.8  degrees  above  in  January  to 
89.7  above  in  July.  The  annual  average  precipitation  is  1 8.85  inches  and 
average  snowfall  55.6  inches.
